—President Roosevelt feels that 
commodity prices should go a little 
higher before an attempt is made 
to stabilize the price level 


The president was described a? 


feeling that considerable progress 
had been made in the last year 
and a half to bring the^nation's as- 
sets and liabilities to a more even 
relationship, but that the asset 
column should go still higher. 


It was 
emphasized, however, 


that prices would 
be prevented 


from going through the roof, so to 
speak, and that v. hen a reasonable j 
level was reached attempts would 
be made to keep them there.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—(AP) 


—The American Federation of 
Labor's demand for a 30-hour 
week finds high administration 
officials doubtful that all indus- 
try could bear such a load. 


Efforts are being made to re- 


duce the work week wherever 
cuts are considered feasible. A 
basic theory of NRA has been 
that industry's increasing ability 
to turn out more goods with fewer 
workers creates a need for short- 
er hours and good wages to main- 
tain mass purchasing power. 


Some officials however, agree, 


in a measure, with the manufac- 
turer who said at last winter's 
hearing on the Black-Connery 30- 
hour week bill: 


"The point is that the present 


delicate condition of our health 
is such that we should prob- 
ably 
die 
from 
the operation, 


despite the fact that it would be 
to our advantage to have the 
operation." 


They point to industry's profit 


sheets to clinch their point. 


Some industries, they say, un- 


doubtedly could stand a shorter 
work week. Others, they assert, 
could not. 


On the other side of the pic- 


ture, proponents of the 30-hour 
week are making clear that there 
will be a forceful drive for such 
legislation when Congress con- 
venes. 


The 
administration's 
-present 


policy on shorter hours is to at- 
tack the problem in individual 
industries, one at a time. There 
appears little likelihood that a 
blanket slash will be favored.

City Set Afire. 


As he left Aviles after subju-

Ochoa reported much of the city 
destroyed by fires which the re- 
volters set when they fled. 


Army officers said it was im- 


possible to estimate 
accurately 


the death toll in Asturias prov- 
ince but it "may reach a few 
thousand." Rebels are firmly en- 
trenched there and a heavy bom- 
bardment will be necessary to 
cut through their stronghold. 


As the Ochoa forces advanced 


toward Oviedo they reported hav- 
ing passed through centers where 
rebels had wantonly slaughtered 
entire garrisons of civil guards, 
including their wives and fami- 
lies. More than 400 guards were 
reported killed.

As a result of the king's as- 


sassination 
on 
foreign 
soil 
it 


might have been feared that an- 
other war would be precipitated. 
The great war started with the 
murder of the Austrian archduke. 
Vienna published rumors that the 
Jugoslavia government had or- 
dered mobilization of its army on 
the Italian and 
H u n g a r i a n 


frontiers. 


It happens, however, that the 


murderer in this case is a cer- 
tain Petrus Kaleman, 35-year-old 
Jugoslav, one of King Alexan- 
der's own subjects, so that no 
international complication is sug- 
gested. 


This crime again emphasizes 


the debt that organized society 
and our "civilization," such as it 
is, owe to the instinct of self- 
preservation, the fear of death 
among h u m a n 
beings. Men 


smother their hatreds and restrain 
their murderous impulses because 
their strongest emotion is fear of 
death for themselves. The most 
dangerous wild beast in the world 
is the man with murderous in- 
clinations sufficiently strong to 
overcome fear of death. Instances 
of this desire to kill, regardless 
of consequences, are seen in the 
' running amuck," or more cor- 
rectly 
"amok" common among 


Malays. With them it is not un- 
usual for an individual who feels 
that he has been ill-treated, who 
is 
maddened 
by 
jealousy 
or 


gambling losses, or who for other 
reasons is weary of life, to seize 
a knife and run through crowds 
slashing and killing until he is 
killed. 


Such desperate crimes 
have 


been known in other countries 
among the rajputs of India, for 
instance. The eldest son of the 
rajah of Jodhpur, in the court of 
Shah Jahan, failing in an at- 
tempt to kill the emperor, killed 
five of his assistants in his fit 
of rags. 


Fortunately, for the peace of 


the world and the success of 
men's plans for government, the 
emotions of hatred and envy are 
overcome by "self-preservation." 
Killings for political reasons rare- 
ly escape immediate punishment 
and are fortunately rare. 


The assassination of the Jugo- 


slavian king and th.e Jugoslav 
rumor of mobilization recall a 
recent speech, by Premier Musso- 
lini in which he warned Jugosla- 
via and tfte newspapers of Jugo- 
slavia to cease their attacks on 
Italy, particularly offensive at- 
tacks, accusing Italian soldiers of 
cowardice in the great war. It 
will be a satisfaction to Musso- 
lini to know that no Italian was 
concerned in fhe deadly attack 
on King Alexander.

For some reason, obscure 
to any thoughtful physician to- 
day, someone long ago conceived 
the idea that strychnine and bel- 
ladonna, put into a pill with a 
vegetable cathartic such as aloin. 
would strengthen, or enforce, its 
action (the belladonna was put 
in to ease cramps, which it does 
not do.) These pills are generally 
called A..' B. & S. (aloin. bella- 
donna and strychnine) pills, and 
are official in the National Form- 
ulary, the standard work on phar- 
maceutical formulae. They con- 
tain 1-125 grains of strychnine, 
but if a child swallows a hundred 
of them, which often happens, be- 
cause they are small and the taste 
sweet, there will be nearly a grain 
of strychnine in its body. 


Some pills of this sort contain 


much more. I have already related 
that I was present in a household 
this summer when the two little 
pet dogs went into convulsions 
caused by the administration of 
two cathartic pills with 1-60 grain 
of strychnine in each. The dose of 
1-30 grain is the ordinary dose for 
an adult human, but in these lit- 
tle bodies it caused 
convulsions
